Enclosed please find four (4) items that the Joint Fiscal Office has received from the 

administration, including one (1) limited-service position request. 

 

 JFO #2825 – $10,000 grant from Agricultural Safety & Health Council of America 

(ASHCA) to the VT Agency of Agriculture, Food and Markets. These funds will be used to 

develop and produce a bilingual agricultural fire safety video and training kit to teach best 

practices for on-farm fire safety.

JFO #2826 – $9,500 grant from the Training and Research Support Centre Limited 

(TARSC) to the Department of VT Health Access (DVHA). The funds will be used for training 

and research on approaches to community power, participation and decision-making in health for 

the purposes of gathering substantive evidence on promising practices in statewide sites and 

abroad.

JFO #2827 – $8,900 grant from the Alma Gibbs Donchian Foundation to the Agency of 

Commerce and Community Development. The funds will be used to support statewide historic 

sites, to include: $3,500 for a temporary exhibit at the Calvin Coolidge State Historic Site, 

$2,900 for three Grace Coolidge Musicale events at the Calvin Coolidge State Historic Site, and 

$2,500 for the Justin Morrill State Historic Site to be open to the public three additional days per 

week during the 2016 season.

JFO #2828 – One (1) limited-service position within the Department of Public Service 

(DPS). The position will be titled Energy Program Specialist II and will monitor the performance 

of Vermont gas Systems (VGS), which has recently been appointed as an energy efficiency 

utility (EEU). The position will also perform additional work in evaluating and verifying energy 

savings for the renewable energy standard (RES) Tier III obligations, which go into effect in 

2017. The position will be funded primarily through the Energy Efficiency Fund and potentially 

through billbacks to utilities for certain expenses. DPS requested the position through 2026, but 

the Department of Finance and Management recommends approving the position through FY 
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2019, at which time the Administration could consider whether or not to extend it further into the 

future.

Coolidge Musicale events at the President Calvin Coolidge State Historic Site in Plymouth Notch on May 29, 
August 21 and October 9, 2016 (code 519000; $1,375 each); and 3) $2,500 to open the Senator Justin S. Morrill 
State Historic Site in Strafford for an additional 3 days (Wednesday through Friday) per week for the public 
(code 500000; $72.54 daily) 

9. Impact on existing program if grant is not Accepted: 
The effects on the existing programs if the donations are not accepted would require a redirection of funds to 

keep the Senator Justin S. Morrill State Historic Site open additional days as advertised. Several bus tours have 
already been scheduled for these additional days. Overall, the redirection of funds would lessen our ability 
during the 2016 season to provide a few events and programs, it would affect marketing and outreach, impact 
restoration efforts at the property, and possibly require a reduction in seasonal staffing. Additionally, without 
these donated funds, the Grace Coolidge Musicales at the Coolidge State Historic Site would be canceled. The 
temporary exhibit at this site would require a redirection of funds, reducing the funding for other programming, 
possibly reducing staff hours, and most likely impacting the funds budgeted for gift shop purchases for resale.
